Not only that, but everyone 
in-his own way could not 
only: tell how a school 
should be run, but js pre- 
pared to do so, That being 
the cnse, it seems strange 
that not only the Govern- 
ment of . Hongkong, but 
every enlightened Govern- 
‘ment under the sun is 
wasting a great deal ‘ot 
money upon training 
teachers, 

LL that seems necessary 

ig to go out into’ the 
highways and by-ways, 
and draft people into our 
schools, and’ upon that 
basis alone, schools will be 
not only hetter run, but 
the standard of teaching 
will be immediately raised. 

Tt seems strange when such’ 
a. simple solution is at 
‘hand, that there {s a world- 
wide shortage of teachers. 
For if the critics are to 
be helieved, we find that 
teachers re overpaid, 
underworked, that life is 


just one glorious holiday. If |. 


that is the case, then why 
this ‘strange paradox of 
people deliberately avoiding 
such a sinecure? 

The truth of the matter is. a 
very. different story. The 
good teacher's task is 
never done, In most other 
professions, the door can 
‘be closed and the safe 
locked on the day’s busi- 
ness, Not so with the 
teacher, Ahead are tomor- 
row’s lessons. These can- 
not as is so naively sup- 


posed, be given out parrot |_ 


fashion, Every class has 
its own personality; every 


student has his own 

problems, 

HEN there is always 
homework to mark, 


class essays to correct, and 
the formidable upproach of 
examinations, Preparing 
the citizens of tomorrow is 
quite a business, no matter

that it is barely cool to the 
touch. 


The scientists who turn out 
the super-frigid fuel at Papa 
Bear know that liquid hydrogen 
exists, yet none of them has 
ever seen it. For one of the 
properties of ‘the fluid is that it 
immediately forms a mist 
around jtself as soon as it is ex- 
posed to air, 

But the most valuable _pro- 
perty of liquid hydrogen is its 
extruordinary lightness ~~ less 
than one-tenth ~ that of gasoline 

Or paraffin, ~ 


Weight cut 


For example, scientists esti-e 
mate thal a change = from 
paraffin to hydrogen in the last 
stage of a vehicle destined for 
the moon would cut take-off 
weight by 50 ‘per cent, 

And if the first and second 
stages also used hydrogen, take- 
off weight could be reduced to 
about 17 per cent of present 
rockels, i 

To paint their picture in even 
more practical terms, Papa Bear 


experts point out that if the 
Pioneer V—at present circling 
the sun—had used hydrogen in 
all its stages, it could have 
carried a payload of 2,500 lb.— 
26 ‘times the size of the satellite 
in orbit. 

And this could haye been 
achieved without increasing total 
take-off weight, 


‘Cheapest 


The engineers also believe that 
eventually liquid hydrogen may 
become the cheapest of all fuels 
through a process. whereby 
nuclear energy is uscd to re- 
duce water into hydrogen and 
oxygen. : 


Because of the almost in- 
exhaustible supply of water, the 
Tapa Bear engineers foresee a 
cheap, unlimiled fuel source for 
the railways and cars of the 
future, 


The scientists say these bright 
predictions are based on the fact 
that liquid hydrogen has not 
turned out to be as “tricky” to 
handle as they had feared in the 
beginning. i 

“As a matter of fact,” one ex- 
pert explained, “because it 
doesn’t evaporate in open, air, 
liquid hydrogen is a lot less 
likely to explode than gasoline.”
